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City’s Traffic Toll 
Shames Everybody 


Seventy-six. persons died as a result 
of traffic mishaps in Atlanta last year. 

The figure, according‘ to - Atlanta's 
Traffic and Transportation Commission, 
was twice the national average for mu- 
nicipalities and was one of the highest in 
the nation for cities in Atlanta’s popula- 
tion range. 

Why? Whose fault was it? 

It is easy enough to place the blame 
on a number of scapegoats. The most con- 
venient, of course, are the police depart- 
ment and the courts. And in assessing the 
blame, these, of course, are due their 
share of criticism. 

But there is a much wider area of re- 
sponsibility. It is the community itself, 
the sum .total of all of us—individuals, 
organizations, business firms and indus- 
trial plants. Lack of safety consciousness 
is a community failing which last year 
took the lives of 76 of our citizens in 
several thousand traffic accidents which 
injured hundreds of others. 

Commission Chairman Robert R. 
Snodgrass properly concludes that strict 
law enforcement backed by full coopera- 
tion of the courts are absolute essentials 
in cutting the toll. But this itself is not 
possible without full community sup- 
port from civic groups. and educational 
organizations. 

Such a support group is the Atlanta 
Traffic and Safety Council which has just 
voted to increase its efforts to secure 
community-wide backing for an all-out 
safety drive in 1959. It will step up educa- 
tion programs and efforts to secure help 
from all organized civic agencies. 

First to step forward this week with 
a campaign to promote city-wide safety 
consciousness is the Women’s Chamber of 
Commerce. Its members deserve full en- 
couragement and all other similar groups 
should join a concerted drive to root out 
the causes of Atlanta’s bad record and 
then apply the remedies. 

No one group can do this job. The 
police and the courts cannot do it with- 
out full support of the citizens. And the 
city cannot become safe for pedestrians 
and drivers until each of us as individ- 
uals comes to regard violation of traffic 
laws to be equally as reprehensible as 
other crimes of violence. 

Much has to be done before this awful 
toll in Atlanta can be reduced. With a 
determined beginning here, an example 
can be set which could lead to betterment 
of conditions all over the state. There’s 
no time like the present to take the initia- 
tive with full backing of the Safety 
Council in its sincere attempt to lead.

These 2 Tax Matters 
Merit State’s Attention 


The new administration’s vigorous tax 


collection policies are quite understand-~ 


able in view of the fiscal dilemma it in- 
herited. 

Nevertheless, there are two fields in 
which tax relief should be granted at the 
earliest moment feasible. 

Most city transit companies in Georgia 
are in serious financial condition. Revo- 
cation Friday of the sales tax suspen- 
sion order on fares worsens their situa- 
tion.

Travelers Risk 


Diarrhea 


The frequency of diarrhea in 
travelers, especially in those who 
travel in warm ‘countries, has 
long been a problem. 

Two investigators met and in- 


terviewed 1,265 United States resi- 
dents returning from Mexico dur- 
ing a summer month. They also 
included in their study 219 tour- 
ists returning from Hawaii. 


It has been of medical interest 
to determine whether this diarrhea 
was caused by a germ (bacterio- 
logic) rather than by a parasite 
like the harmful Amoeba, of which 
you have undoubtedly heard, 
which causes a disease called 
amoebiasis. 


The study showed that about 
one-third of those who had 
spent seven days or more in 
Mexico had had one or more at- 
tacks of diarrhea. Two-thirds of 
this group had their trouble dur- 
ing their first week in Mexico. 


The younger people were much 
more affected than the older 
group. The reason for this might 
be either that the older group, 
by living longer, had acquired a 
greater resistance to intestinal in- 
fection or that the younger ones 
were ‘more adventurous in their 
travel and their eating. 


Travelers who had visited Mexi- 
co frequently had, on this trip, 
much less trouble than the others, 
an incidence of only 13.5 per cent 
‘as compared to the Whole group 
‘of 33 per cent, a point which ar- 
gues for a resistance put up by 
nature with each visit. 


The sample group from Ha- 
wali had only a 7.6 per cent in- 
cidence of diarrhea. It had some- 
times been thought that perhaps 
change in routine and in clii- 
mate, or even the excitement of 
travel, might account for some 
of this travelers’ diarrhea, but 


those coming from Hawaii can 
‘be construed as against that 
theory, for excitement and 
change in routine would be fac- 
tual in both groups. 


The investigators believe that 
automobile and bus _ travelers 
probably have a higher incidence 
of this trouble because their trav- 
els take them into places where 
sanitation is poorer than would be 
‘found in air travel. 


The onset of diarrhea in this 
group’ soon after arrival in Mexico 
would indicate that the cause was 
not in a parasite, which would 
take longer to infestate, but in a 
germ in food or water. 


It is interesting that older peo- 
ple with “‘experienced’”’ intestines 
and those who had been previ- 
ously exposed to travel in Mexico 
had less trouble than the younger 
and “newer” travelers. Nature 
tries always to fortify us all on 
her own.

Shooting eye-stopping color pic- 
tures is a cinch today, so long 
as you take your time, follow the 
simple directions that come with 
the film, and take a few precau- 
tions. 

Go by the rules and you’re lia- 
ble to wind up with shots like 
those magazine ads you see. So 
says Bob Latimer, head of Gas- 
ton’s color processing department, 
one of the busiest and most 
productive places in town these 
days. 

What are some of the things that 
make for better color shots? Mr. 
Latimer relates some of these 
timely tips: 

When taking pictures outdoors— 
black and white as well as color, 
don’t try to get too much into the 
picture. If you want to get a good 
color shot of the kids, move in 
close and shoot. If you want to 
get the whole house into the act, 
then move back and get it. But 


don’t try to combine the two, get . 


one or the other. 

If you’re taking color pictures 
inside, keep the background as 
simple as possible so that it won’t 
distract from your subject. An- 
other thing, if yeu have to move 
close for flash pictures (within 
five or six feet), put a handker- 
chief over the flash reflector to 
cut down the intensity of light. 
That will help keep the flesh 
tones, yet avoid the Dracula look. 


Check the batteries in that 
flash gun whenever you use it! 
A lot of folks use their cameras 
two or three times a year, and 
forget them. And just because
